Sec re tary of the T r e a s u r y Mellon, 
according to reliable information, is 
opposed to the loan feature of the plan 
for the same reas on opponents in con­ 
gress advance, urn! may pre se nt his 
views to Pre sid ent H a rding at the c ab ­ 
inet meeting today.

IMM IGR AIN'T CONTRACT LA BOB 


The 
govern m ent 
a uth orit ie s 
have 
been lately in vestigating the im m i g ra ­ 
tion question from the E urope a n end, 
an d consulates, scatte red from one end 
of E u rop e to the other, a re now a t ­ 
tem pti ng to get a t the bottom of a 
syste m which is even worse than the 
old contr ac t labor, in th a t its victims 
a re bound into virtu al slavery a ft er 
re a ch ing the United States. 
It lias been discovered th a t gro ups 
of foreigne rs in 
the United States, 
who are engaged in a small way in 
bu siness a nd bound to gether by o r ­ 
ga nizations composed of men with the 
sa m e place of nativity, provide funds 
for the em igrat ion of a n u m b e r of 
young, able-bodied compatriots. 
Se­ 
lected candidates a r e supplied with 
the tickets, head money and capital 
n ecessary to in sure their cut ranee and 
a re fully in structed a s to w ha t to say 
on landing, generally that they are 
co ming over to join their families. 
But these im m igrants a re sent to 
w orkshops and Other places of e m ­ 
ployment conducted by the men who 
p u t nj) the money for th eir passage 
over, and become the indentured se r v ­ 
a n ts of thei r employers, an d at the 
ra te of pay allowed them it usually 
tak es th em from two to three ye a rs to 
work them selves out of the indebted­ 
ness which they have incurred, 
The contrac t labor system was eas­ 
ily ended 
because such im m igra nts 
were bro u g h t in batche s of hundreds 
and easily detected, but in the im p o rt­ 
ing of the p re s e n t groups, each case 
is an isolated one, and it is estimated 
a th ousand violations of the law easily 
oc cu r each year. 
T he conditions u n ­ 
der which the system is carrie d oil 
a re such that officials are doubtful 
w h ethe r they will be able to scotch 
the practice a bsolute ly u n d e r the e x ­ 
isting law.

H a r t saw tit to im press upon his a u d i­ 
tors the inform atio n that W a shington 
“had red hair c unningly concealed by 
a wig,” and th a t “ He never learned to 
accept th e c anons of spelling, p re f e r­ 
ring to spell glfie ‘glow,’ an d window 
‘w in d e r’.” 
It is in this connection in tere st in g 
to note that this is Hie sa m e Prof. 
H a rt who has w ritte n a his tory te x t­ 
book for use in o u r schools, one of the 
purp oses of which is, iii the w ords of 
the author, to present “ad equat e t r e a t­ 
ment of certain topics which hitherto 
have been to little st ress ed in the 
study of Ameri can history.” 
The stu ­ 
d e n t is told that the colonists “were 
pro ud of being Britons,’’ that “they e n ­

The three defendants are charged 
with having manipulated the induction 
of, Fred Youngblood and Sewell Into 
the service iii July, 1018, before Hie 
trial. The other Youngblood and Box 
rue! were acquitted of complicity iii 
the boxcar thieving, but Youngblood 
was indicted by a grand jury on a 
charge of perjury and served time 
He is now living ai Medora, X. I). 
Immediately after the two indicted 
men were inducted into the service 
Col. Hildreth instituted 
proceedings 
which resulted iii their tieing returned 
for trial. 
They were convicted and sentenced 
to three years al 
Leavenworth but 
died before their terms 
were 
com 
niched. 
The three men. who officials say 
engineered their induction were in 
dieted by the grand jury at the dis­ 
trict attorney's request and will now 
, stand trial.
